The following is Dr. J. O. Thomson's pro- 
liminary report regarding » research into the 
prevalence .of mosquitoes and malaria fn the 
colony of Hongkong and in the New Terri: 


tory: 

Line thd honour to submit for the informa- 
tion ‘of Hia Excellency the Governor a preli- 
minery report regarding.» research I have been 
engaged in since my return from England last 
‘Muy; into the prevalence ‘ofmosquitoes and: 
malaria in the colony of Hongkong and in 
the Now Territory. 

Within the colony itsclf, I have beon work- 
ing along two lines in my study of the mos- 
quitoes that are @ present’ (1) with the assistance 
of friends in different. parts of the colony I 
have. secured. and examined adult specimens 
almost daily throughout. the summer; and (2) 
LT have obtained larvae, both of anopheles and 
oulex, from differnt parta of the colony, and 
have bred them out in glass vessels in consider- 
able uumbers in order that I might examine 
the resulting inseots. + . 

As xe; the New Territory and. the Is- 
lands, I have, through the kind co-operation of 
Chief Inspector Mackie and the police at the 
yorious stations, and of Dr, Ho Nai Hop, Chi- 
nese. Medical Officer in the New Territory, 
received consignments of mosquitoca as detailed 
in. the appre table, amounting in all, ap to 
Blst October, to 587 specimens. This total 
inclades a‘ few ‘received from police stations in 
Hongkong. itself. 145, -t.6. 25. per cent., were 


‘J have no numerical record of those which I 
oxamined previous to August, nor of those 
which I have been examining in the colony 
iteelf during the whole of the past six months; 
but the numbers must at a low estimation at 
least equal those included in the above ennmera- 
tion, so: that my observations ero based on an 
examination of considerably over u thousand 
mosquitoes, us well ax of their breeding-places. 

ere are two distinct species. of anopheles 
abundant “inthe colony, differing in size, 
general i sae and. the markings én the 
wings. e smaller, which I believe to bo 
anopheles costalis, is prevalent all over the 
colony and in the ravines to the south of Magu- 
zive Gap; the larger, anopheles sinensis, is the 
more common throughout the New. -'LTerritory, 
on tho islands,.and at Stanley and Pokfulam.

lL have differentinted at least eight distinct 
species of culex, but I profer aot to commit my- 
self to the naming of. them until my classifica- 
tion has Leen confirmed or amended by an ex- 
port ontomelogict.

fifty-four mounted specimens, consisting ‘of 
fourteen different species. of mosquitoes, two 
species being anopheles, eight species at least 
being. calox, and the remaining four specios 
‘probably “belonging to other genera ‘of | the 
mosquito: family, though one-or-two of them 
may. .prove ; to: Qe.-species .of . enlex.. All 
the above: have unspotted whugs, oxcepting 
the anophelos and a single species. of culex, 
of ‘which I-Lave: ‘obtained © only “a single 
specimen, This: I belivvo to be eniéx mié 
moticus,: and it is manifestly: very: raw.

From my own observations, supplemented by 
thors of Dr. T, M. Young, Civil Surgeon, 
R.A.M.C., with whom ‘I have been working in 
co-operation since bis arrival in the colony in 
August, and who has given his attention more 
ospecially to the quostion of breoding-grounds 
of tho anopholos mosquito in the colony, Iam 
of opinion that anopholes breeds, or may breed, 
in tho mora stagnant shallows, sud in the rocky 
-cornors and crevices, of any or all of the ravines 
in the colony, and is practically confined to 
theso’ during the greater pet of the year. I 
wish it to be explicitly understood that my re- 
marks on the subject apply to.the city of Vic- 
toria itself, and nof to fat grounds.in outlying: 
districts. whore all the conditions are different. 
Tho usual habitat of the larves of the ancphelos 
mosquito is the natural watercourses, and thoir 
favourite locations little Lreaks in the rocky 
surface by the sido.of the struam, where the 
merost trickle from tle stream itself prevents 
entire stagnation, ‘and wheres thero is uo 
throuzh-wash of wator.* 

So far as-tho city of Victoris is concerned, 
therefore, the configuration of the ground 
grontly simplifies tho question of dealing with 
tho anophelos pools. It reduces iteglf to the 
training of all the nullals that are os yet un- 
trained. ‘Chu clesring away of undergrowth is 
an important adjmict to more radical measures, 
inasmuch ua it removes cover where mosquitoos 
may rest, but ‘it is to bo regarded os ontircly 
subsidiary to the destruction of ‘the breeding 
pools; and this can only be effected by the con- 
vorsion .of the uneven ravines into well-pnved 
nullahs. In the latter no anopheles can breed, 
sinco in the runuing wator' there is no resting 

Jaca for the evolution of the egg and the devo- 
opment of the larva. This has fortunetely 
already been done in the contra] part of the 
city. 

The first untraiuod nullah as one proceeds 
westward is that to the west of the Nethersole 
Hospital, just above Ripon Terrace on Bonham’ 
Road. Ihave repeatedly satisfied myself by 
personal observation of tho presence of 
anopheles larvae in this ravine, and the.marked 
prevalonce of malarial fever in houses in this 
neighbourhood is sufficiently accounted for. 

The oxtirpotion of malaria in the western 
port of the city, which hos in the past hud such 
an evil repute as regards this disease, consists 
in the levelling or covering in of all the water- 
courses, beginning with the one [ have named, 
and dealing with all’between that and Kennody 
It. this were. done, malaria would 
largely disappear from the district, many sites 
hitherto avoided would probably ore long be 
matte use of for the erection of Enropean houses, 
and the fuller opening of this large area to 
building operations wonld be not unwelcome in 
the present congested state of the city. 

And here I would point ont that the one 
water-course in the west that has been to 
somo extent trained in the pre-mosquito- 
maluria-theory days has boon 30. trained 
that it is a perfeot: hotbed of malaria. 
I refer to the .nullab parsing down in 
front of the Public Mortuary, It has been 
trained in a series of dams and terraces, which 
while excellont for breaking the force of a 
mountain torrent on the rare occasions when 
this is necessary, form duting most of the year 
aseties of shallows in which the larva of ano- 
phéles abounds. It is urgently desirable that 
these terraces should ‘be. levelled out, and a 
smooth channel mado for the stream, extending 
at least as high ag the Pokfulam Road. 

I shall be glad to examine and report on other 
particular localities, if desired by His Excellency 
to do 80... : 

Concurrently with my enquiry’ into the pre- 
valence of anopheles, I have been investigating 
the prevalence of the malaria parasite in tho 
colony. Its connection with anopheles. is now 
an accepted fact. The general moaquito-maloria 
theory has been proved to the hilt, and has 
recently been brillinntly demonstrated to the 
public by Manson's double exporiment; but’ 
the connection of malaria with disturbance of 
soil, an important point in Hongkong, is by no 
means. clear as-yet... i _disposea_of_1 
subject by tating that it depends on the croa- 
tion during. digging operations of puddles of 
water in which anopheles breeds, This certain- 
ly. does not hold for Hongkong. The whole of 
the broken earth surface may. show no- single 
puddle, the sun drying the superficial layers as 
they. are turned up; dnd yet it is a fact of ox- 
perience that- in certain parts of the. colony 
earth-cutting is invariably attonded by an ont- 
break of fever. On the other hand there is un- 
doubtedly somo connection with the prosence of 
meisture in the soil—in certain localities, ¢g. 
arouud MacDonel!l Road, whore earth-cutting 
may go on toan unlimited extent with impunity, 
I find that the soil is comparatively 3 while 
in othors, c.g. the west point already referred to, 
where the slightest excavation inevitably pro- 
duces fever in the neighbourhood, I find that 
the soil is more or less. water-logged. I propose 
to give attention to this question, which is one 
very seriously affecting this colony. 

My chief. field of observation as tothe pre- 
valence of tho malaria parasite in the over has. 
been the Tung Woh Hospital, where Dr. Chung: 
has at my request been recontly oxamining 
microscopically ‘the blood of all cases of fever, 
end daily submitting specimens for my personal: 
examination at my visit of inspection. - 

‘here are three main types of malarial fever, 
associated with different and correspo: 
parasitic organisms, ond all the three types of 
the parasite I have found prevalent in Hong- 
koug :—the benign tertinn parasite. easily yiold- 
ing to the'action of quinine; tho quaxten para- 
site, readily brought under contrat by the same 
drny, but difficult to eradicate; and the malig- 
nant parasite, variously described as sestivo- 
sutumnal by Italian observors, tropical by 
Koek, porniviour, Ke., less amenable to quinine, 
more xevere in, the resulting symptoms, and 
more apt to produce a fatal result or prolonged 
ill-health. 

- -Of 56 cases in which, up to 3lst Octobor, 
parasites were found, and their form and type

While’ pursuing this investigation into the 
prevalence of moaquitess in the colony and its 
cepondeneies chiefly with reference te the ques- 
tion of tho presences, of anopheles, and the 
nicans to be adopted for its oxtermination, my 
attention has "been dirceted most forcibly to the 
enormous prevalence of mosquitoes of the genus 
culex. Ags has been mentioned. I have 
differentiated st ‘loast eight species of this 
genus, The culex. mosquito does not, so far 
as is yot asccriained, act as a host to the 
malaria parasite; but it as woll as anopholes is 
cortaitly the intermediate host of the minuié 
parastic bloodworm, the Filarie Nocturna or 
Filaria Sanguinis Hominis, whose adult form 
Hes ja the lymph vessels, and is ihe cause of 
.the great group of : Llephantoid diseases. 
-Hlephantiasis is quite common among the Chin- 
oso in this region, though, for some reason not 
yet sufficiently cxpluined, Suropeana are ar o 
rulo exempt froin it, au exemption, however, by 
no moans camplete; but. most Europeans are 
alfected by the immediate disagreeable cifects of 
tho bite of the imosquito, and few nre awara 
that the daily supply. of these -vicious litile 
hinsects in being produced in their own houses, 

I think public attention chould be drawn to 
this fact. I would like to write it in large 
eapitals, that I HaAVy FOUND THE LARVAE OF 
CULEX IN PROCESS OF DEVELOPMENT IN 
ABUNDANCE IN| OR ABOUT EVERY HOUSE 
WITHOUT AN EXCEPTION 1% watcH I HAYE 
LOOKED FOR THEM. A few instances_will 
illustrate the great varicty, and also the common 
general charactor, of their breeding-placos :—at 
the Alice Memorial Hospital I found them in 
av old tespot on tho root-balcony ; at the Tung 
Woh Hospitgl, in the ornamontal flowor-stands ; 
at tho gaol, in an empty pot in tho coal store ; 
at Konnely Town Hospital, in the fire buckets ; 
behind a house at the Peak,in a disused hand- 
‘basin; in another house at the peak, ina dish 
placed to catch the wator-drippinys from the 
ice-chost, &c. In all’ these cases they were in 
abundance, and were ‘daily giving off large 
pumabers of full-grown mosquitoes for thé supply 
‘of their respective localities. : ~ 

The crusade against the mosquito should in- 
eludo ‘the culex as well as the anopheles, Ano- 
pheles must he doalt with by the Governmont 
chiefly, though ownors of property may pro- 
bably find it to their advantage to move private- 
ly in this metter aa well; but culex can be ex: 
terminated, ‘or ut least: greatly diminished in 
numbers, by individual action alone. It may 
le impracticable to secure individual action of 
a sufficiently wide-spread charicter to make 
much impression on the sum total of the culex 
mosquitoes ‘in South China, but every house- 
holdor in Hongkong has it in his power by due 
attention to his verandahs, back-yard, and coolio 
quarters to-secure that in his own house at least 

ere shall bo fewor mosquitoes in ‘the future 
than there have heen in the past. Many are 
aware that what they have often seen in such 
receptacles as I have.described are the larvae 
of mosquitoes; but few realize that these sane 
wriggling creatures will a fow days later rise 
from the surface of the water as adult insects, 
and will probably find thoir first meal of blood: 
within the house thet harboured them in the 
larval stage. 

I intond to continue my investigations along 
the lines indicated above, and shall make further 

in due course, 

Since much interest in the subject of the 
connection between malaria ond the mosquite 
exists in the colony, s good deal regarding it 
having been reprinted in the public press; and 
since papers referring to it in other parts of the 
world have been placed by the Government be- 
fore the Sanitary Board; I would suggest that 
this serene report on the subject as it is, 
affooted by local conditions in Hongkong shonld 
be made pelle for genersl information, 
through each channel os His Excellency the 
Governor moy see fit; and I shall be glad if a 
copy of it might also be transmitted to England 
for the use of Dr.. Manson, Metical Advisor to 
the Colonial Office.

Bofore making this récommondation I have 
received the assurance of Mr. Tutcher that the 
vessely containing. the Jarvao wore not in a 
stagnant condition for. any reason connectod 
with the flower-producing industry, and could 
equally well be kept fresh ; and ine neighbour- 
ing gardeu which I visited this morning in 
pursuance of my enquiries I found as many 
vessels containing water, but hardly any con- 
taining larvae. The owner of the garden told 
me that he frequently empties all dishes on ac- 
count of what he called the -water-mosquitoes, 
It would therefore be no hardship to insist on 
those nurserymen keeping their gardens ‘ina 
sondition better ealeulated to promote the 
public health. . .

Bat the climax was roached in the game of 
poker. Thore wore six in the gume, but all but 
the Belgian -Vice-Consn] bad quit, They 
had had enough of Hunt's ‘infernal luck,” 
as they called it. Count Delunront, however, 


would not quit, although Hunt told him 


he conld not play a litle bit and would lose 
his money, Hunt won steatlily until the sullow- 
facod little foreigner, with his black moustacho 
twisted up at right angles to the line of 
his mouth, had parted with $1,500, Then Hunt, 
said: "I refuse to tuke any more of -your 
money.
